} strongly is a sign of strength, and to 
have them under complete contro] is 
an indication of weakness. 
‘These animal passions have their 
places in life. They may often serve 
as impulses to civilization. But this fact 
does not one whit abate the necessity 
that these things should be controlled 
by some strong force residing within 
the man which shall make him the 
master of these impulses and not their 
slave. It is of no purpose to dignify 
these passions by the name of primal 


instinct. 
“Our chief danger comes from the 
other quarters—from trusting to the 
work of reason in places where we 
are imperfectly prepared for its opera-

CAPTIVITY OF

American Tells an I nteresting 
Story of His Trials. 


Fraissouli PoPses as a Patriot 
Seeking Foreign Aid. 
Prisoners Anxious Only When 

Exchange Was on. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

‘TANGIER, June 26.—(By African 
Cable.] lon Perdicaris, the American 
who, last week, was released by the 
brigand Fraissoull was much better 
today, and gave the Associated Press 
an interview descriptive of the cir- 
cumstances of his capture and of his 
experiences while a prisoner in Frais- 
souli's camp. 

He says that on the night of May 
18, he had just entered the dining- 
room and, hearing a noise among the 
servants, he and Cromwell Varley, the 
British subject, who was also cap 
tured by Firaissouli, went out to inves- 
tigate the cause. They were immedi- 
ately surrounded by armed Moors, 
who bound and maltreated them. Var- 
ley resisted, and was struck on the 
head with the butt of a rifle and a knife 


was slashed across his hands, making | 


serious wounds. 

At first, it was thought Varleys 
skull had been fractured. Perdicaris 
and Varley were then carried away 
on horseback. They were bound with 
ropes, and roundabout roads were 
taken in order to avoid villages. The 
bandits stopped at Tsarradent, twenty- 
four hours from Tangier, Fraissouli al- 
lowed Perdicaris to write to his wife 
the next morning and also to the 
sheeref of Wazan, asking them to in- 
tervene for himself and Varley. 

At Tsarradent, the captives lived in 
a filthy hut. They were not allowed 
to go 100 yards away from it, and 
were strongly guarded. § When the 
Sheeref of Wazan arrived, a big tent 
was placed at the disposai of the 
prisoners, and in other ways the 
sneeref was the means of alleviating 
their condition tc a considerable ex- 
tent. The attitude of the Moors 
changed from insult to fair treatment. 
Spies of the Pretender who were in 
the camp all the time tried to induce 
Varley to accept a post under the 
Pretender. \ 

Fraissouli dafly called, and held long 
conservations with the prisoners. He 
said anarchy was reigning in the 
country.

Perdicaris said that Fraissouli is 
posing as a patriot, who wants to see 
the country happy and peaceful, and 
he is offering to accept the responsi- 
bility for maintaining the country from 
Tangier to Fez and clear it of rob- 
bery and crime if he is backed up * 
the powers. He found in Fraiasouii 
an educated and intellectual man.

Since that time the 
mother, who was in poor health, has 
had a hard struggle for existence. Last 


week she became so ill that she was 


unable to work, and she had gent her 
la- t dollar ‘or food for herself and 
the children Saturday afternoon.

the course of the same day, was hanged 
in the public square here today by a 
mob. 

The noose was placed about the 
negro's neck by the little Wilson girl, 
who positively identified him as her 
assatlent. The negro was then placed 
on the back of a black horse, and 
at a signal from the leader of the 
— the girl led the horse from under 

m. 


Over 3000 persons, white and black, 
witnessed the hanging. The lynching 
was as orderly as a legal execution. 
On being assured that the ‘negro was 
dead, the mob cut down the body and 
turned it over to relatives for burial. 

Dunham was captured Friday, near 
Vienna, Ala., after a running chase, 
during which he was twice wounded.

STERN FEDERATION HARD 

At a special meeting o. the board 
of directors of the Portland Gold Min- 
ing Company, held in Colorado 
Springs recently, the action of Pres- 
ident James F. Burns in appealing to 
the Federal courts for an injunction 
restraining t e State authorities from 
interfering with the operation of the 
mine, was repudiated and the sult, in- 
volving also Burus's demand for 
$100,000 damages for the closing of the 

mine by the militia, was withdrawn, 

At the same meeting the directors 
instructed Superintendent Currie to 
resume operations without employing 
men affiliated with the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, and this was done. 
These two actions constitute one of 
the hardest blows the Western Fede- 
ration of Miners has received during 
all the years it has been fighting to ob- 
tain undisputed control of Colorado, 
and’ particularly the Cripple Creek 
district. The Portland Company, 
under the domination of Presideat 
Burns, has been a strong factor in sup- 
port of the Federation; and by reason 
of its great wealth and power it has 
been able to render invaluable assist- 
ance to unionism, With this sustain- 
ing influence wholly and unqualifiedly 
withdrawn, the last hope of the fede- 
ration vanishes and its obliteration in 
Cripple Creek is complete. | 
The action of the directors is made 
doubly interesting and significant in 
virtue of the personnel of the board. 
One of the directors, Frank G. Peck. 
who stood squarely with the conserv- 
ative element on the board and voted. 
against President Burns; is a 
w of Burns and haa for years sup- 

po the Burus administration, Hot 
always because his best judgment dic- 
tated his actions, but often because 
Burns Could out-vote all others. Burna 
has controlled all Portland meetings, 
voting his own large block of stock, 
the stock owned by his immediate 
relatives and the proxies which have 
heretofore been assigned to him. It is 
thet President 
Burns's own brother, a member of the 
board, voted against him. Of course, 
Irving Howbert was, as he ‘has long 
been at heart, anti-Burns, opposed to 
the many reckless, unbusiness-like, 
foolhardy actions that have character- 
ized the Portland Company’s adminis- 
tration during recent years. Mr. How- 
bert lone of Colorado’s greatest men, 
a successful captain of industry, sound 


of action. But, until now, the “con- 
servatives” have never been able to 
dominate the Portland Company’s af- 
fairs. The last outbreak by President 
Burns, when he began suits for in- 
junctions and damages, was evidently 
too much for even relatives to bear. 
There must have been a great shak- 
ing-up in that meeting of the 
directors, in strong contrast to the 
usual quiet carrying-out of a cut-and- 
dried Burns programme. It must have

Fatalities on the railroads appear 
to be increasing, rather than decreasing 
The latest accident report of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission opens 
with a statement of the number of 
killed and wounded on the railroads

Roosevelt the Christian Citizen. 

At the Eastside Congregational 
Church last night the pastor, Frank 8. 
F spoke on Theodore Roosevelt, 
the Christian eiten.“ He said: 

“When a man scarcely 45 years of age 


has been selected without a single vote 


or protest in opposition as the candi- 
date of one of the great political pat - 
ties of this country for the highest of- 
fice in the gift of the people, the pulpit 
needs offer no apology for speaking of 
some of the virtues which have made 
the man what he is. Indeed, the 
reacher needg to apologize to pub- 
fe who is so negligent of duty as not to 
hold up the example of such a man as 
an inspiration to the young men of this 
age. eodore Roosevelt is not a gen- 
ius. He has not the eloquence of a 
Webster. nor the reonal magnetism 
of Henry Clay. is soul does not 
tower like Lincoln's, nor has he 
ready and brilliant wit of James . 
Blaine. But there are many things 
about this man af the hour which mark 
him as one of the great men of the 
world, I am not going to speak of Mr. 
Roosevelt as - partisan, for the pulpit 
is not the place for partisan utterance. 
There are people here of all political 
belief; men here w will vote for Mr. 
Roosevelt because is the candidate 
of a party to which you do net belong. 
I am not going to tell you tonight for 
whom you shall vote. e right to the 
ot in this country is a sacred one, 
and every man should vote for the 
candidate who ts his opinions 
and convictions. Whatever your poli- 
tics, or whatever your religion there 
are some things in the character of 
Theodore Roosevelt which must ap- 
peal to everv true American, and 
of those things I wish to speak.

Perhaps the only living classmate of 
Edgar Allan Joe, while at West Point 
is Col. Timothy Pickering Jones of 
Seguin, Tex., a lovable gentieman now 
in his ninetieth year, still vigorous. 
and with a mind as clear ag that of 
a man of fifty, delighting in entertain- 
ing his friends with reminiscences of 
the unfortunate poet and another of 
his boyhood friends, Davy Crockett. 

“Edgar Allan Poe has been eulogized, 


scan zed admired and defamed,’ 
said Col Jones, and as one who knew 
him intimately, I can truthfully 


that he was a man of master mind, a 
loyal friend, and a man who did not 
hesitate or fear to express his con- 
tempt and hatred for an enemy. Poe 
could hate with the most intense ha- 
tred, and there was not a cowardly 
drop of blood in his veins; he was 
one of the game hen's chickens if 
ever there was one.
